SF T-2 was unroll? to give the date 
of the marriage but advised that, she was formerly married to ZOSIMA RAMOS 
in 193 S and who was later killed in an accident sometime thereafter. 



San Francisco T-2 advised on 10/23/52 that BULOSArJ had been employed 
_as a publicity agent for the Cannery Workers Union, CIO, in Alaska for several 
years and had traveled up and down the Pacific coast in the capacity of publicity 
agent for this union.

by doctors that he only had two years to live. Further, they advised that the 
subject only had one lung and had a wooden leg. SF' T-l reported that the subject 
has been considered to be in poor health for many years, 

San Francisco T-l advised that the subject has been considered an 
alcoholic for many years by people in_the Philippine community of California, 

II. CONNECTION WITH THE COMMUNIST PARTY OR OTHER ' 

REVOLUTIONARY.GROUPS 


San Francisco T-l advised on 1/16/53 that during 1951 and 1952 
BULOSAN had called,upon him on many occasions and that BULOSAN considered SF T-l 
as a very close friend. SF T-l stated that he was convinced in his own mind 
that the subject was a Communist Party member or at least sympathetic to the 
Communist movement and its causes. SF T-l based this belief on the manner of 
writing by BULOSAN for various union papers, especially the Cannery 'Workers Union, 
CIO. SF T-l stated that BULOSAN was of the class of Filipinos that had to work 
in the fields and was "very bitter against the Government of the United States," 
because this class of individuals felt that Filipinos did not get fair treatment 
in the United States, and consequently were susceptible to Communist propaganda 
concerning minority groups. SF T-l reported that he had on occasion stated to ’ 
BULOSAN, "You are a Communist and sympathetic to the Communist movement," SF 
T-l stated that the reaction of BULOSAN was one of denial of membership in the 
Communist Party but he did not deny his sympathy for the movement. 

San Francisco T-2 related that he had always considered BULOSAN to be 
a Communist and based his opinion also on the subject's writings and the

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expressions of his beliefs in Communist causes whatever they may be at a particular 
time, SF T-2 reported, however, that the subject had never admitted being a 
Communist but in fact had denied it on numerous occasions. SF T-2 related further 
that most Filipinos with whom the subject was acquainted in the United States 
considered him to be a Communist and sympathetic to the Huk Movement in the 
Philippine Islands and also a Huk leader in the United States.
